PENNSYLVANIA_AGRICULTUR1STS. 
Advantages Gained by tbe State Agri- 
cultural Department's Work. 


Harrisburg, Jan. 3.—Thomas J. Edge, 


secretary of ajniculture, has submit- 
ted his annual report for the year just 
ended. The secretary reports that the 
past year has been one of advance all 
along the line of the work falling under 
the care of the department. Through 
various acts passed by the last legis- 
lature the efficiency of the fanners' 
Institutes has been increased, the work 


' of the dairy and food commissioner ex- 


tended and the forestry commissioner 
enabled to more edlciently carry on the 
duties Imposed ui^on him. 
The state 


veterinarian, through the live stock 
sanitary board, bas also been enab'ed 
to not onlv increase the efflc'encv of 
his work, but to greatlv extend its 
scope and usefulness and to exercise 
control over milch cows and breeding 
animals brought into the state and 
to shut out diseased animals. 


"Every division of the department 


has a work to perform which, when 
properly appreciated by our farmers, 
will more than repay the cost of all 
of the divisions," adds the secretary. 
"Thus the work of tfce anals<?is of com- 
mercial fertilizers much more than re- 
pays the whole cost of the department; 
the benefits obtained from farmers' in- 
stitutes, especially in localities where 
they are properly understood and taken 
advantage of, more than repays the 
total expenses incurred in supporting 
the department; the benefits gained 
by the work of the state live stock 
sanitary board has been the means of 
saving live stock of much more value 
than the entire cost of the department, 
and the work of the forestry division 
will also more than repay the outlays 
on account of all of the work accom- 
plished by the department during the 
year." 


Secretary Edge says the work of the 


division under the control of the dairy 
and food commissioner has progressed 
steadily, but it is greatly to be regret- 
ted that a lack of funds has more or 
less crippled the performance of cer- 
tain duties pertaining to the office. The 
annual appropriation of $12,000 is too 
small.

A Kailway Train in Miniature.

disease may be conveyed, except by permission 
of tho Board of Health under a penalty of not 
less than five (5) dollars, or more than twenty- 
five dollars, for any violation of this ordinance, 
s«i(i penalty or fine to bo recovered before tho 
Buncoes or any Justice ot the Peace, of the Bor­ 
ough, as all such finos are now by law recovera­ 
ble.

Council Proceedings. 


Council met Tuesday evening, Presi­ 
dent Stock presiding. Members present, 
Weaver, Hersh, Sheely, Kepner, Ruff, 
Markley. 


Tho street committee reported that J. 
R. Bittinger would furnish crushed stone 
anytime between now and spring in one, 
two or three carload lots, at 80c. per 
perch delivered on tho streets; also, that 
the tile culvert on the unopened portion 
of the street west of Carlisle street ex­ 
tension has not yet been laid on account 
of the cold weather; also, that the AY. M. 
R. R. Co. have repaired the road at tho 
bridge on High street in a very substan­ 
tial manner. 


The work being done in a more sub­ 
stantial way than expected, a motion was 
carried “that a vote of thanks 
bo 
tendered the Western Maryland Rail­ 
road Company for the workmanlike and 
substantial manner in which the street 
was repaired at the bridge over their 
road on High street, in this borough.” 
The Treasurer reported that inasmuch 
as a certain portion of money was to be 
put aside for the redemption of bonds, he 
was authorized to say that a number of 
bonds are offered for sale to the Borough. 


It was ordered on motion “that the 
Treasurer be authorized to purchase eight 
water bonds and pay for them out of the 
borough funds, and that the finance com­ 
mittee in conjunction with the attorney 
dispose of them as prescribed by law.” 


An order was granted to the Treasurer 
for $298 for January interest on bonds.

The question as to the advisability of 
keeping the fire engine, &c., was brought 
up, the promoter of the question claim­ 
ing that, as we have the protection of 
the water plant, it would be a good idea 
to sell the engine, &c., and invest the 
money derived therefrom in new fire 
hose. It was ordered by motion that the 
matter relating to the sale of the fire en­ 
gine, hose and reel, be placed in the 
hands of a committee for action. The 
President appointed the following com­ 
mittee: Ruff, Weaver, Markley, Heltzel. 


President Stock, in a neat little speech 
in which he thanked the Council for 
courtesies shown to him while filling the 
Chair, resigned as President of Council, 
to take effect upon the adjournment of 
this meeting, on account of not being 
able to be at the succeeding meetings. 


The resignation was accepted, and Mr, 
Markley was elected to succeed him as 
President.

THE POLICE ROLL OF HONOR. 


The Herof-s of a Month -Drowning and 


Runaway Horses tlie Principal Source. 
Hon. Theodore Roosevelt writes for 


the October Century an article entitled 
"The Eoll of Honor of the New York 
Police." Mr. Roosevelt says: 


Perhaps the best way to convey an 


.idea of why we awarded medals is to 
give a list of the men thus rewarded 
for two months. 
In October, 1895, 


we, on the 1st of the month, awarded 
a medal to a patrolman for peculiar 
gallantry in stopping a runaway horse 
under circumstances which made the 
act one of great danger to himself, and 
which doubtless resulted in saving the 
lives of those in the vehicle. 
The pat- 


rolman thus rewarded was also later 
made a roundsman, and put in charge 
of the bicycle squad, our attention 
having been first called to him by this 
act. 
On the same day we gave honor- 


able mention, but without a certificate 
or medal, to three other officers; one 
had also stopped a runaway horse; an- 
other had rescued a man from drown- 
ing, aad the third had arrested an in- 
sane man armed w ith a revolver, un- 
der circumstances which went to show 
that the officer's coolness and presence 
of mind saved both himself aud the 
onlookers from death or injury at the 
hands of the armed maniac. On the 
8th of the month we gave a medal to 
an officer who had rescued a boy from 
drowning by plunging into the water 
between the wharf and the steamer 
from which the boy fell, at the immin- 
ent risk of being crushed to death be- 
tween the two, a fate from which he 
and the rescued boy were saved purely 
by his pluck and his skill as a swim- 
mer. 
Honorable mention was made 


of two other officers—one for rescuing 
a boy from drowning aud one for stop- 
ping a runaway horse. On the loth 
yet another officer received honorable 
mention for saving a man from drown- 
ing: and on the 22nd a sergeant and 
two patrolmen were commended for 
the coolness and skill they displayed 
in stopping a prize fight aud arresting 
both the participants and the specta- 
tors, though they were an uncommon- 
ly tough crowd, and showed immediate 
fight. 


1'niqnr Punishment for Prisoner*. 
A new and unique mode of punish- 


ing prisoners at the city jail who break 
the rules of the institution was an- 
uonnced recently at a meeting of 
the board of visitors of the jail. 
The 


prisoner is compelled to sland erect 
on a barrel in the jail yard, in sight of 
the other prisoners, for one hour for 
Ihe violation of any rnle. The time is 
lengthened for the second offence. 
The board considers it a more hnmane 
and at the same time more effective 
manner of punishing offenders than 
keeping them in their cells with ball 
aud chain to their feet, with simply 
bread and water for nourishment. 
The plan so far has worked satisfac- 
torily, and has been the means of im- 
proving Ihe discipline at the place.— 
Baltimore American.

CIVILIZED CANNIBALS 


Some lnt«r«nUnc FitvU About the Buttukf 


of tlie Inland of Sumatra. 


Sumatra is one of the largest islands 


in the world, aud has a population of 
8,000,000. 
Respecting some of the 


tribes of the interior hardly anything 
is known, inasmuch as the island had 
been crossed by white men only two 
or three amen. The immediate neigh- 
bors of the Acheenese are the Battaks, 
a most interesting race of cannibals, 
who are quite civilized in their way, 
having a written language of their 
own. 
They know how to make fire- 


arms, even boring their gun barrels. 
Also they carve gun stocks in correct 
style, and are acquainted with the art 
of making powder. They find their 
own sulphur 
and saltpetre, using 


pieces of bamboo for cartridge cases 
and bits of coral for bullets. They 
are excellent agriculturists, and raise 
cattle. In addition they are clever 
gold aud silver smiths, making filigree 
work and weaving gold thread. 


The Battaks only eat prisoners of 


war or bad criminals. Formerly the 
habit of cannibalism among them was 
universal, and human flesh used to be 
sold iu the country in open market, 
some chiefs eating it daily as a matter 
of liking. It is considered the great- 
est possible insult to a foe or punish- 
ment to a person guilty of a grievous 
crime to eat him. Besides the ques- 
tion of economy is considered. At a 
feast it A\as cheaper to slaughter six 
slaves at 100 guilders than to kill six 
buffaloes at 150 guilders. 
When a 


distinguished person died two indivi- j 
duals customarily went through a lot I 
of buffooneries at the graveside, after 
i 


which they \\ere killed and laid in the 
excavation, the coffin being placed on 
top of them. Cannibalism is more ct 
less mixed up with the religion of 
these people, v,ho have their wizards 
and witch doctors to practice incanta- 
tions. 


The Battaks build houses of planks 


and strong ben.ms, placing them on 
piles for the advantage thus given in 
defending 
them. 
Many of their 


villages are on almost inaccessible pin- 
nacles in the hills,favorite spots being- 
little plateaus formed by the broaden- 
ing of a mountain range. 
Commonly 


they are surrounded by palisades, with 
watch towers. Much art and industry 
is put into the carding and painting 
of the woodwork of the Louses. An 
outbuilding serves as a sleeping place 
and council house, rice being stored 
in the upper part. No light is kept at 
night for fear of attracting ghosts,but 
in emergency candles of resin are 
used. Communal houses serve as sleep- 
ing places for the unmarried men, 
sometimes 100 of them together. Here 
are hung up the heads of slain enemies 
and other trophies. 


Nearly all of the highest peaks in 


Sumatra are volcanoes, aad most of 
these are active. In the immediate 
neighborhood of these mighty chim- 
neys, which hurl out masses of ashes 
and stone, are the fertile lowlands, 
with a dense population. 
The des- 


truction of 40,000 human lives by the 
eruption of Bumbawa in 1815, and 
the washing away of 16,000 people by 
"tidal waves," following the eruption 
of Krakato in 1883 are not solitary 
instances.—New York Sun.

Its daily work is the placing in posi- 
tion of fifty-ton blocks of granite, of 
which the new sea wall at Peter head 
is being bnilt. 


The length of its arms, reaching out 


from the central point of support, is 
exactly 100 feet, and it can seta sixty- 
ton block in the sea 100 feet deep and 
72 feet from the outer edge of the ma- 
sonry wall. This long arm is bal- 
anced by a shorter weight arm that 
carries the engine house, with the 
machinery for moving the Titan for- 
ward or backward on a railroad set 
into the finished masonry, and to run 
out or in on the long arm a traveling 
car from which are suspended the 
four-sheaved blocks through wbich is 
received the cable that lifts the great 
pieces of stone. 
The Titan itself 


weighs 700 tons, and is built of steel. 
The long arm swings about on a turn- 
table, jnst as a bridge swings over » 
river. 
The wall which it builds and 


then travels over as it slowly advances 
into the sea is nearly 50 feet wide—

THE POLICE ROLL OF HONOR.

T h e Heroes of a M o n th - D ro w n in g a n d 


Kunaway Horst»« the Principal Source. 
Hon. Theodore Roosevelt writes for 
the October Century an article entitled 
“The Roll of Honor of the New York 
Police.” Mr. Roosevelt says: 


Perhaps the best way to convey an 
,idea of why we awarded medals is to 
give a list of the men thus rewarded 
for two months. 
In October, 1895, 
we, on the 1st of the month, awarded 
a medal to a patrolman for peculiar 
gallantry in stopping a runaway horse 
under circumstances which made the 
act one of great danger to himself, and 
which doubtless resulted in saving the 
lives of those in the vehicle. 
The pat­ 
rolman thus rewarded was also later 
made a roundsman, and put in charge 
of the bicycle squad, our attention 
having been first called to him by this 
act. 
On the same day we gave honor­ 
able mention, but without a certificate 
or medal, to three other officers; one 
had also stopped a runaway horse; an­ 
other had rescued a man from drown­ 
ing, and the third had arrested an in­ 
sane man armed with a revolver, un­ 
der circumstances which went to show 
that the officer’s coolness and presence 
of mind saved both himself and the 
onlookers from death or injury at the 
hands of the armed maniac. 
On the 
Sth of tho month we gave a medal to 
an officer who had rescued a boy from 
drowning by plunging into the water 
between the wharf and the steamer 
from which the boy fell, at the immin­ 
ent risk of being crushed to death be­ 
tween the two, a fate from which he 
and the rescued boy were saved purely 
by his pluck and his skill as a swim­ 
mer. 
Honorable mention was made 
of two other officers—one for rescuing 
a boy from drowning and one for stop­ 
ping a runaway horse. 
On the 15th 
yet another officer received honorable 
mention for saving a man from drown­ 
ing; and on the 22nd a sergeant and 
two patrolmen were commended for 
the coolness and skill they displayed 
in stopping a prize fight and arresting 
both the participants and the specta­ 
tors, though they were an uncommon­ 
ly tough crowd, and showed immediate 
fight,

Unique P u n is h m e n t lor Prisoners. 
A new and unique mode of punish­ 
ing prisoners at the city jail who break 
the rules of the institution was an­ 
nounced 
recently at a meeting of 
the board of visitors of the jail. 
The 
prisoner is compelled to stand erect 
on a barrel in the jail yard, in sight of 
the other prisoners, for one hour for 
the violation of any rule. 
The time is 
lengthened for the second otf’ence. 
The board considers it a more humane 
and at the same time more effective 
manner of jninishing offenders than 
keeping them in their cells with ball 
and chain to their feet, with simply 
bread and water for nourishment. 
The plan so far has worked satisfac­ 
torily, and has been the means of im­ 
proving the discipline at the place.— 
Baltimore American. 


' CIVILIZED CANNIBALS 


Some Intercut lug F a rts About th e Batiukfl 
of th e Isla n d of S u m a tra . 


Sumatra is one of the largest islands 
in the world, and has a population of 
8,000,000. 
Respecting some of the 
tribes of the interior hardly anything 
is known, inasmuch as the island had 
been crossed by white men only two 
or three cimes. The immediate neigh­ 
bors of the Aeheenose are tho Battaks, 
a most interesting race of cannibals, 
who are quite civilized in their way, 
having a written language of their 
own. 
They know how to make fire­ 
arms, even boring their gun barrels. 
Also they carve gun stocks in correct 
style, and are acquainted with the art 
of making powder. 
They find their 
own sulphur 
and saltpetre, using 
pieces of bamboo for cartridge cases 
and bits of coral for bullets. 
They 
are excellent agriculturists, and raise 
cattle. 
In addition they are clever 
gold and silver smiths, making filigree 
work and weaving gold thread. 


The Battaks only eat prisoners of 


war or bad criminals. 
Formerly the 


i # 
habit of cannibalism among them was 
universal, and human flesh used to be 
sold in the country in open market, 
some chiefs eating it daily as a matter 
of liking. 
It is considered the great­ 
est possible insult to a foe or punish­ 
ment to a person guilty of a grievous 
crime to eat him. 
Besides the ques­ 
tion of economv is considered. 
At a 
feast it was cheaper to slaughter six 
slaves at 100 guilders than to kill six 
buffaloes at 150 guilders. 
When a 
distinguished person died two indivi­ 
duals customarily went through a lot 
of buffooneries at the graveside, after 
which they were killed and laid in the 
excavation, the coffin being placed on 
top of them. 
Caunibalism is more ct* 
less mixed up with the religion of 
these people, who have their wizards 
and witch doctors to practice incanta­ 
tions. 


The Battaks build houses of planks 
and strong beams, placing them on 
piles for the advantage thus given in 
defending 
them. 
Many of 
their 
villages are on almost inaccessible pin­ 
nacles in the hills,favorite spots being 
little piateaus formed by the broaden­ 
ing of a mountain range. 
Commonly 
they are surrounded by palisades, with 
watch towers. Much art and industry 
is put into the carving and painting 
of the woodwork of the houses. 
An 
outbuilding serves as a sleeping place 
and council house, rice being stored 
in the upper part. 
No light is kept at 
night for fear of attracting ghosts,but 
in emergency candles of resin are 
used. Communal houses serve as sleep­ 
ing places for the unmarried men, 
sometimes 100 of them together. Here 
are hung up the heads of slain enemies 
and other trophies. 


Nearly all of tne highest peaks in 
Sumatra are volcanoes, and most of 
these are active. 
In the immediate 
neighborhood of these mighty chim­ 
neys, which hurl out masses of ashes 
and stone, are the fertile lowlands, 
with a dense population. 
The des­ 
truction of 40,000 human lives by the 
eruption of Sumbawa in 1815, and 
the washing away of 16,000 people by 
“tidal waves,” following the eruption 
of Krakato in 1883 are not solitary 
instances.—New York Sun.

The Gulf of Mexico is a water of 


storms, not frequent, but freuziedly 
violent. It is, in effect, au immense 
scallop cut from the land, and hurri- 
canes seem to gravitate to it naturally. 
They are born in the neighborhood of 
the Saragossa sea, strike the West In- 
dies and not infrequently leave those 
islands at a tangent, just as a ball 
thrown at an obtuse angle against a 
wall slides along it for a little space 
and again seeks vacancy. These errat- 
ic forces of the air strike the coast of 
Mexico, or the coast of Texas, accord- 
ing to their angle, and death is in 
their track. The things called "tidal 
waves" in that section are not really 
tidal waves. They are not caused by 
an upheaval. They are merely local 
in effect. 
They are not vast walls of 


water moving with resistless speed 
and weight over the face of the ocean. 


rThey are waters banked up against a 
I iow coast by wind pressure until they 
overflow. In many instances the sub- 
mergence is gradual, and ample oppor- 
tunity for escape is given. Other 
' times the violence of the air makes 


them sudden and people are drowned. 


Probably the most severe storm, 


with its resultant "tidal wave," in the 
history of the gulf, occurred on the 
10th of Augujt, 1856, striking the 
coast line farther east, at the mouth 
of the Mississippi. This storm lasted 
three days. 
Such was the weight of 


the wind that the Mississippi rose 
twenty feet at Donaldsonville, which 
is more than a hundred miles from the 
river's mouth. Six hundred people 
were drowned on L'lle Demiere, or 
Last island, a New Orleans summer 
resort. 
Many hurricanes have oc- 


curred since then, but folks in Louisi- 
ana still speak of that one as "the 
great storm." The stroller in the 
graveyard of the Crescent City fre- 
quently finds a mossy stone recording 
the name of some victim of the disas- 
ter. 
No bones are underneath. The 


body was taken far to sea by the 
mighty reflux and became food for 
fishes. The stone was erected merely 
in memory. A river man once de- 
scribed to me the L'lle Derniere 
storm as ' 'a wind that you could lean 
your back against. 
For three days it 


^ was as steady as a wall." 
*"- In 1875 the witch call of the West 
Indian air demon sounded along the 
Texan coast. From Brownsville to 
Sabinepass the diapason thundered 
and the lasted waters ate up the land. 


K--V- In Matagorda bay, in Kokono bay, in 


Lavaca bay no ship might ride. Look- 
ing southward a man saw only a world 
of mountains in upheaval. 
The sky 


was gray, but no clouds were visible. 
All were blown into the same dull 
smear. 
Fifteen miles inland the 


limbs of such trees as wore through 
the fight dripped salt. Dead wfld 
fowl strewed all the prairies. Corpses 
were found on the beaches in dozens. 
Sometimes only the tip of a leg or an 


. arm projected from the sand. Fishes 


gasped out their lives where happy 
homes had stood. 
All of that smiling 


and prosperous country was a ruin. 
Of the thriving little town of Indian- 
ola some three or four houses were 
left, but no one lives in them to this 
.day. It is a deserted village. More 


i than half of its people were drowned. 


Others escaped in ways grotesquely 
strange. 4)ne woman rode out the 
night, with her baby clasped in her 
arms, in the top of a tree that had 
shaded her porch. When daylight 
broke she was ten miles inland". The 
father was never seen again. 
Dozens 


of small towns were partly destroyed. 
The death lists are still incomplete. 


Galveston was far to the eastward, 


yet it suffered loss of life and proper- 
ty. 
Waves washed through the prin- 


cipal streets. Goods in cellars were 
mined. Houses on its famous beach 
put ont to sea. 
Little children were 


drowned in front yards. Shipping 
was ground to pieces against the 
wharves. New bars were formed and 
new channels dug. 
It was a time of 


terror of which the Galvestonian still 
speaks with bated breath. Indeed, it 
may be said that the people of that 
prosperous city of 50.000 souls live in 
expectation of a similar disaster. They 
are nsed to it and go about their avo- 
cations in a light-hearted way. but the 
dread is there. 
Galvestoii is bnilt . 


upon a long, sandy island some six j 
miles from the mainland. Upon its 
gnlf side it is exposed to the fnll fury 
*f the elements. 
There is nothing to 


speak of between it and Europe. Its 
most elevated point is not more than 
ten feet above high tide. No great 
tidal wave would be required to rip 
the sonl ont of it.

of curious coincidences touching the 
bird, owner and the Samaritan of the 
seas who acts the graceful part of res- 
cuer. 


In 1888 the firm of Abbey, Schoeffel 


& Gran, theatrical speculators and 
managers, included in their various 
enterprises a tour with Mine. Patti and 
a strong opera company to Buenos 
Ayres, Montevideo and Rio. Marcus 
Mayer, business manager, went out in 
advance, and on the royal mail steamer 
Fagus formed the acquaintance of an 
African parrot, whose linguistic abili- 
ties elevated him to the distinction of 
being almost as polyglot as the accom- 
plished Mr. Mayer himself. Before 
leaving England Mme. Patti had com- 
missioned the agent to procure for her 
any South American birds of plumage 
or song that he might meet with, and 
especially a half-dozen of the gayly 
feathered but by no means musical 
macaws, for which Brazil is famous. 
The parrot was not included in any of 
the specifications, but his ready use of 
Spanish, Portuguese, French and Eng- 
lish—a few words, at least, in all of 
them—and some ridiculous speech in 
the dialect of the West India natives 
justified his purchase from the chief 
engineer of the Fagus, and when Mine. 
Patti arrived at the Hotel d'Etrauger, 
in Kio, Koko was awaiting her in her 
apartments with the greeting, "Soy 
Koko—a disposicion austed." 


Amid his more brilliant companions 


he at first attracted but little attention, 
but in a few days, possibly having 
heard his mistress sing, he evinced his 
delight in a mar, ner so flattering that 
he was raised to the position of first 
favorite. At Montevideo Senor Hora, 
the editor of the newspaper, El Ex- 
preaso, gave Koko a gold collar, in- 
scribed in Spanish with the words: "I 
ani Koko, the polyglot parrot of the 
Nicolini. I don't sing myself, but 
there are angel voices in our fauiily." 


Wearing his collar as usual, Koko 


was seated on his mistress's shoulder 
one morning in the deck saloon of the 
homeward-bound 
steamship 
Ionic. 


The lee door of the saloon was open, 
when some children threw open the 
one on the windward side and came in 
with a rush that startled the bird from 
his perch. Unaccustomed to use his 
wings, he was caught in the current 
of wind and swept out of the saloon, 
and, despite his own endeavors, in a 
moment was over the side and adrift 
in the northeast trades. For half an 
hour they watched him, until he be- 
came a black speck in the distance 
and finally disappeared. 
This hap- 


pened in the latter part of August 
1888. 
' 


The next morning the sailors of the 


American bark Lapwing, from Bio to 
Baltimore, found Koko in the mizzen- 
top exhausted and speechless, but, 
under the care of Mrs. Starling, the 
captain's wife, he recovered his vigor 
and voice, and since then until recent- 
ly, has been going up and down the 
South American coast with his new 
mistress. 
Some months ago the "Lap- 


wing being at sea on a voyage from the 
Chinese seas to New York, somewhere 
south of the Cape of Good Hope, met 
an American whaler, which asked for 
fresh provisions and news. A boat 
was sent with the needed articles, and 
the whaler in exchange threw into it a 
file of old New York Heralds for 1888. 
They were all thumbed and worn, but 
Mrs. Starling, turning them carelessly 
over, caught the headline, "Madame 
Patti's Koko Lost at Sea." It formed 
part of a cable dispatch from London. 
The correspondent of that journal, 
having met Mr. Abbey on his return 
home, had inquired about the South 
American tour, and had been told that 
it was successful, with no greater mis- 
hap than the loss of Madame's favorite 
parrot Koko. which had been blown 
off the ship somewhere near the equa- 
tor. 


Up to this time neither Captain 


Starling nor his wife knew to whom 
the bird belonged, for they had not 
associated the family name, Nicolini, 
engraved on the bird's collar with the 
one by which the great singer is known 
to the public. 
On arriving at New 


York they easily learned the where- 
about of the great singer, and, under 
the charge of a 
friend of theirs

Koko 


finished the interrupted voyage to 
England and was restored to his de- 
lighted mistress.—London Letter in 
Philadelphia Times.

The most notable prisoners Fort 


Jefferson ever knew were those acces- 
sory to the assassination of Lincoln. 
Over the door to one of the cells in- 
tact on the lower casemate is rudely 
painted in black letters: 


"They who enter here leave hope 


behind." 


The cell is the one in which the 


Marylander, Dr. Mudd, was confined, 
and in the local traditions the misquo- 
tation is attributed to him. 
While 


Booth was fleeing through Maryland 
he stopped at Dr. Mudd's and called 
upon him to set the leg broken in the 
leap from the box, in which the presi- 
dent was shot, to the stage at Ford's 
theatre. 
The doctor asked no ques- 


tions, and always claimed that no in- 
formation 
was given him as to the 


identity of the patient, whom he saw 
only long enough to give the neces- 
sary surgical attention. 
When all of 


the movements of the assassin were 
traced, Dr. Mudd was arrested and 
charged with being accessory after the 
fact. Public sentiment was too strong- 
ly aflame to be satisfied w ith an ethi- 
cal defence. 
Dr. Mudd was sent to 


the Dry Tortugas. 
Twice he tried to 


escape. 
Once he was almost success- 


ful. He got on board a steamer which 
had touched at the fort, and concealed 
himself in a coal bunker, with the con- 
nivance of the engineer. Just before 
the departure it was discovered that 
he was missing. 
An order from the 


commandant detained the boat. Care- 
ful search was made without success. 
At length one of the searchers took a 
pointed poker and began to prod in 
the mass of coal. He struck the con- 
cealed prisoner. "Strangely enough, 
the release of Dr. Mudd finally came 
about through the devotion to the 
theory of his professional duty which 
cost him his liberty. One of the worst 
of the yellow fever visitations carried 
off the prison physician early in its 
ravages. 
Dr. Mudd volunteered to 


take his place. 
There was no one else 


who could do it. 
The prisoner's la- 


bors in behalf of the stricken convicts 
and garrison took on the form of hero- 
ism. 
So zealously did he apply him- 


self that, when the reports reached 
Washington 
the 
authorities 
were 


moved to grant an unconditional par- 
don. 
Dr. Mudd returned with honor 


from his term of service on Dxy Tor- 
tugas. 


Three others convicted of Delations 


with the Booth conspiracy "were sent 
to Dry Tortugas. They were Spang- 
ler, Arnold and O'Laughlin. Spang- 
ler was the stage carpenter. He was 
charged with having fixed a sliding 
door which Booth pulled behind hiin 
to hinder pursuit as he made his exit 
from the theatre after firing the fatal 
shot. It was shown that Spangler 
•was tke man whom Booth called to 
the alley to hold his horse vhen he 
•went inside to shoot the president. 
But the evidence to prove that Spang- 
ler knew of the purpose of the assassin 
was wanting. 
O'Laughliu, in the 


theory of the prosecution, was the 
person selected by the conspirators to 
kill Grant or Secretary Stantou, but 
the case against him was weak. 
Ar- 


nold had been in the plot during the 
earlier stages of its development, when 


j the kidnapping of President Lincoln 


j was as far as the conspirators intended 
! to go. 
But he had withdrawn, left 


j the city and found employment in Yir- 
! ginia. Because their connections with 
j Booth and his plans were not those of 
' principals, Spangler, O'Laughlin and 
Arnold were sent to Dry Tortugas in- 
stead of to the gallows. O'Laughliu 
died of yellow fever. 
Arnold and 


! Spangler were released at the same 
j time Dr. Mudd was, at the close of 
the administration of Andrew John- 
son. 


In the history of the army during 


peace there has been no detail so 
dreaded as that in Fort Jefferson. 
The records testify to excessive mor- 
tality in the garrison as well as among 
the convicts. Men looked out upon 
the brilliantly colored waters, chang- 
ing hues according to depth and ac- 
cording to cloud and sunshine; they 
breathed salt-laden 
breezes: they 


listened to the majestic roar of the 
surf on the coral reef: they sickened 
and died, until Dry Tortug'as became 
known as the unhealthiest spot over 
which the stars and stripes floated. 
That was all because just below ihe 
southern horizon Jay the pest house. 
I°_ 1873 the 
government slopped 


building: the prisoners were moved: 
the batteries marched out with thanks- 
giving. 
Dry Tortugas became to the 


army only 
a memory.—St. Louis

The exception was 
an aged person named Wright, who 
said that in the old days he had been 
the superintendent of Webster's big 
farm, and had known him well and 
intimately for years, not as the great 
orator and politician, of course, but 
as the gentleman farmer, kindly em- 
ployer 
and good 
neighbor. 
Mr. 


Wright 
somewhat reluctantly ad- 


mitted that as an agriculturist his 
famous friend was not a brilliant suc- 
cess iu a pecuniary way, but he says 
that no one ever loved a quiet rural 
life better, or took a keener, more 
minute or more personal interest in 
all that went on in the fields, woods 
and barns. 
"He loved this place, 


every tree and flower and living thing 
on it. 
He knew every sod that was 


turned, every cow that was milked, 
every blade of grass that was mowed 
—and his steers! 
There was a man 


who knew au ox!" 
And then Mr. 


Wright told how Webster, when near 
death's door, had his favorite oxen 
driven up before the window of the 
manse that has now disappeared. 
"I 


was there and drove them up, two by 
two, 
while Webster stood by the 


window and watched them pas's. 
It 


was a sad day for that household, and 
Avhen he was gone everything began 
to go down hill. 
At the end of two 


years the place was closed up and sold 
piecemeal. 
Some parts of it fetched 


good prices, others almost nothing." 
According to this authority Webster 
never drank to excess, and "his oiily 
trouble was the fact that he did not 
have as much money as he needed." 
Mr. Wright is over 80 years old, but 
he still works daily in his fields and 
shows few signs of extreme age.— 
New York Times.

Strange Land la Florida. 


Payne's prairie, three miles south of 


this city, covers an area of fifty thou- 
sand acres. 
A large portion of the 


prairie is now covered with water, but 
there are thousands of acres around 
the borders of the lake which has been 
formed on A\hich horses and cattle 
graze. 
There is no way of estimating 


the number of cattle, but there are 
many thousands, and they are in fine 
condition. The prairie, or savanna, 
which it really is, occasionally goes 
dry, the water passing out through a 
subtenanean passage called the sink. 
AVhere the water goes to has never 
been determined. 
When the sink is 


open the lake goes dry, and when the 
outlet becomes gorged or choked a lake 
from five to seven miles wide and about 
eighteen miles long is formed. 
When 


the waters of the lake suddenly leave 
it thousands of alligators, snakes, fish 
and turtles are left with nothing but 
mud for their places of abode. 
The 


fish and turtles perish, but the sau- 
rians and reptiles seek and find other 
quarters. For miles along the north- 
ern border of the lake there is a suc- 
cession of sinks, averaging in depth 
all the way from 25 to 100 feet. Sub- 
terranean passages run in every direc- 
tion, leaving the ground in tfce' shape 
of a honeycomb. The ground is liable 
to give way at any time, creating a 
new sink.—Gainesville (Fla.) Sun.

Kflfects of Kare and of Dense Air. 


Dr. Von Liebig of the University 


of Munich calls attention, in Science, 
to some of the curious effects of rare- 
fied and condensed air on human res- 
piration. On high mountains some 
persons experience distressing "short- 
ness of breath." one result of which is 
that they are unable to whistle. Pre- 
cisely the same effect is sometimes 
produced by the condensed air in 
caissons and diving bells. 
Laborers 


working in compressed air frequently 
find, however, that their powers of 
exertion are increased as long as the 
atmospheric pressure is not more than 
double that of ordinary air; but be- 
yond that point unpleasant effects are 
experienced after the menhave left the 
working shafts and returned into the 
open air. On the other hand high at- 
mospheric pressure in the case of per- 
sons not doing manual labor has been 
found to act as a mental stimulus, in- 
creasing the impulse to talk.

MEXICO GULF STORMS. 


HURRICANES THAT LEAVE DEATH AND 
„ 
DESTRUCTION IN THEIR TRACK. 


PATTI’S PARROT. 


t 


Horn In tho Saragossa Son, Tlicv Swenp 
with llosistloss Fury Ovor tlio Waters of 
ilio Groat Gulf— Storms That ICavagotltlio 
Southern Coast — Galveston's Danger* 


TIxg Gulf of Mexico is a water of 
storms, not frequent, but frenziedly 
violent. 
I t is, in effect, an immense 
scallop cut from the land, and hurri­ 
canes seem to gravitate to it naturally. 
They are born in the neighborhood of 
tho Saragossa sea, strike the West In ­ 
dies and not infrequently leave those 
islands at a tangent, just as a ball 
thrown at an obtuse angle against a 
wall slides along it for a little space 
and again seeks vacancy. These errat­ 
ic forces of the air strike the coast of 
Mexico, or the coast of Texas, accord­ 
ing to their angle, and death is in 
their track. 
The things called “ tidal 
waves” in that section are not really 
tidal waves. 
They are not caused by 
an upheaval. 
They are merely local 
in effect. 
They are not vast walls of 
water moving with resistless sp^ed 
and weight over the face of the ocean, 
f *They are waters banked up against a 
‘ jj low coast by wind pressure until they 
overflow. 
In many instances the sub- 
mergence is gradual, and ample oppor- 
; tunity for escape is given. 
Other 
' times the violence of the air makes 
them sudden and people are drowned. 


Probably the most severe storm, 
with its resultant ‘‘tidal wave,” in the 
history of the gulf, occurred on the 
10th of Augu.it, 1856, striking the 
coast line farther east, at the mouth 
of the Mississippi. 
This storm lasted 
three days. 
Such was the weight of 
tho wind that the Mississippi rose 
twenty foet at Donaldsonville, which 
is more than a hundred miles from the 
river’s mouth. 
Six hundred people 
were dVowned on I/I le Derniere, or 
Last island, a New Orleans summer 
resort. 
Many hurricanes have oc­ 
curred since then, but folks in Louisi­ 
ana still speak of that one as “ the 
great storm.” 
The stroller in the 
graveyard of the Crescent City fre­ 
quently finds a mossy stone recording 
the name of some victim of the disas­ 
ter. 
No bones are underneath. 
The 
body was taken far to sea by the 
mighty reflux and became food for 
fishes. 
The stone was erected merely 
in memory. 
A river mau once de­ 
scribed to me the L ’lle Derniere 
storm as “a wind that you could lean 
your back against. 
For three days it 
was as steady as a wall. ** 


In 1875 the witch call of the West 
Indian air demon sounded along the 
Texan coast. 
From Brownsville to 
Sabine pass the diapason thundered 
And the laslied waters ate up the land. 


* In Matagorda bay, in Kokono bay, in 
Lavaca bay no ship might ride. Look­ 
ing southward a man saw only a world 
of mountains in upheaval. 
The sky 
was gray, but no clouds were visible. 
All were blown into the same dull 
smear. 
Fifteen miles 
inland the 
limbs of such trees as wore through 
the fight dripped salt. 
Dead wild 
fowl strewed all the prairies. Corpses 
were found on the beaches in dozens. 
Sometimes only the tip of a leg or an 
arm projected from the sand. 
Fishes 
gasped out their lives where happy 
homes had stood. 
All of that smiling 
and prosperous country \vas a ruin. 
Of the thriving little town of Indian- 
ola some three or four houses were 
left, but no one lives in them to this 
.day. 
It is a deserted village. 
More 
than half of its peofile were drowned. 
Others escaped in ways grotesquely 
strange. 
One woman rode out the 
night, with her baby clasped in her 
arras, in the toj) of a tree that had 
shaded her porch. 
When daylight 
broke she was ten miles inland*. 
The 
father was never seen again. 
Dozens 
of small towns were partly destroyed. 
The death lists are still incomplete. 


Galveston was far to the eastward, 
yet it suffered loss of life and proper­ 
ty. 
Waves washed through the prin­ 
cipal streets. 
Goods in cellars were 
ruined. 
Houses on its famous beach 
put out to sea. 
Little children were 
drowned in front yards. 
Shipping 
was ground to pieces against 
the 
wharves. 
New bars were formed and 
new channels dug. 
It was a time of 
terror of which the Galvestonian still 
speaks with bated breath. 
Indeed, it 
may be said that the people of that 
prosperous city of 50,000 souls live in 
expectation of a similar disaster. They 
are used to it and go about their avo­ 
cations in a light-hearted way, but the 
^ dread is there. 
Galveston is built 
upon a long, sandy island some six 
' miles from the mainland. 
Upon its 
gulf side it is exposed to the full fury 
;f the elements. 
There is nothing to 
speak of between it and Europe. 
Its 
most elevated point is not more than 
/ ten feet above high tide. 
No great 
tidal wave would be required to rip 
the soul out of it. 
Not much of it 
would have been left if it had borne 
the brunt of the storm which howled 
through Indianola. 
Almost any night

The adventures of Mmo* Patti’s par­ 
rot, Kolco, form a little chapter of great 
perils to himself, disconsolation and 
tears on the part of his mistress and 
of curious coincidences touching the 
bird, owner and the Samaritan of tho 
seas who acts the graceful part of res­ 
cuer. 


In 1888 the firm of Abbey, Sohoeflel 
& Grau, theatrical speculators and 
managers, included in their various 
enterprises a tour with Mine. Patti and 
a strong opera company to Buenos 
Ayres, Montevideo and Rio. 
Marcus 
Mayer, business manager, went out in 
advance, and on the royal mail steamer 
Fagus formed the acquaintance of an 
African parrot, w’hose linguistic abili­ 
ties elevated him to the distinction of 
being almost as polyglot as the accom­ 
plished Mr. Mayer himself. 
Before 
leaving England Mine. Patti had com­ 
missioned the agent to procure for her 
any South American birds of plumage 
or song that he might meet with, and 
especially a half-dozen of the gayly 
feathered but by no means musical 
macaws, for which Brazil is famous. 
The parrot was not included in any of 
the specifications, but his ready use of 
Spanish, Portuguese, French and Eng­ 
lish—a few words, at least, in all of 
them—and some ridiculous speech in 
the dialect of the West India natives 
justified his purchase from the chief 
engineer of the Fagus, and when Mine. 
Patti arrived at the Hotel d’Etranger, 
in Rio, Iioko was awaiting her in her 
apartments with the greeting, “Soy 
Koko—a disposicion a listed.” 


Amid his more brilliant companions 
h eat first attracted but little attention, 
but in a few days, possibly having 
heard his mistress sing, he evinced his 
delight in a maimer so flattering that 
’ he was raised to the position of first 
favorite. 
At Montevideo Senor Hora, 
the editor of the newspaper, El Ex- 
preaso, gave Koko a gold collar, in­ 
scribed in Spanish with the words: “ I 
am Koko, the polyglot parrot of the 
Nicolini. 
I don’t sing myself, but 
there are angel voices in our family.” 
Wearing his collar as usual, Koko 
was seated on his mistress’s shoulder 
one morning in the deck saloon of the 
homeward-bound 
steamship 
Ionic. 
The lee door of the saloon was open, 
when some children threw open the 
one on the windward side and came in 
with a rush that startled the bird from 
his perch. 
Unaccustomed to use his 
wings, he was caught in the current 
of wind and swept out of tho saloon, 
and, despite his own endeavors, in a 
moment was over the side and adrift 
in the northeast trades. 
For half an 
hour they watched him, until he be­ 
came a black speck in the distance 
and finally disappeared. 
This hap­ 
pened in the latter part of August, 
1888. 


The next morning the sailors of the 
American bark Lapwing, from Rio to 
Baltimore, found Koko in the niizzen- 
top exhausted and speechless, 
but, 
under the care of Mrs. Starling, 
the 
captain’s wife, he recovered his vigor 
and voice, and since then until recent­ 
ly, has been going up and down the 
South American coast with his new 
mistress. 
Some months ago the Lap­ 
wing being at sea on a voyage from the 
Chinese seas to New York, somewhere 
south of the Cape of Good Hope, met 
an American whaler, which asked for j 
fresh provisions and news. 
A boat ; 
was sent with the needed articles, and 
the whaler in exchange threw into it a 
file of old New York Heralds for 1888. 
They were all thumbed and worn, but 
Mrs. Starling, turning them carelessly 
over, caught the headline, “ Madame 
Patti’s Koko Lost at Sea.n 
It formed 
part of a cable dispatch from London. 
The correspondent of that journal, 
having met Mr. Abbey on his return 
home, had inquired about the South 
American tour, and had been told that 
it was successful, with no greater mis­ 
hap than the loss of Madame’s favorite 
parrot Koko, which had been blown 
off the ship somewhere near the equa­ 
tor. 


Up to this time neither Captain 
Starling nor his wife knew to whom 
the bird belonged, for they had not 
associated the family name, Nicolini, 
engraved on the bird’s collar with the 
one by which the great singer is known 
to the public. 
On arriving at New 
York they easily learned the where­ 
about of the great singer, and, under 
the charge of a 
friend of theirs 
crossing 
on 
the 
Lucania, 
Koko 
finished the interrupted voyage to 
England and was restored to his de­ 
lighted mistress.—London Letter in 
Philadelphia Times.

simple. Take a fine needle and thread 
with silk or cotton thread, and moisten 
about one-fourth of * an inch of the 
thread with vaccine matter or virus; 
then draw the needle through the skin 
until that portion of the thread con­ 
taining the virus is passed under the 
skin; then slip both ends of the thread, 
leaviug the liortion with the virus un­ 
der the skin. 
Dr* Read says the idea 
originated with him in his early prac­ 
tice and has never been made public 
before*—Nashville Banner. 


The most notable prisoners Fort 
Jofferson ever knew were those acces­ 
sory to the assassination of Lincoln. 
Over the door to one of tho cells in­ 
tact on the lower casemate is rudely 
painted in black letters: 


“ They who enter hero leave hope 
behind.” 


The cell is (lie one in which the 
Marylander, Dr. Mudd, was confined, 
and in the local traditions the misquo­ 
tation is attributed to him. 
While 
Booth was fleeing through Maryland 
he stopped at Dr. Mudd’s and called 
upon him to set the leg broken in tho 
leap from the box, in which the presi­ 
dent was shot, to the stage at Ford’s 
theatre. 
The doctor asked no ques­ 
tions, and always claimed that no in­ 
formation was given him as to the 
identity of the patient, whom he saw 
only long enough to give the neces­ 
sary surgical attention. 
When all of 
the movements of the assassin were 
traced, Dr. Mudd was arrested and 
charged with being accessory after the 
fact. Public sentiment was too strong­ 
ly aflame to be satisfied with an ethi- 
cal defence. 
Dr. Mudd was sent to 
the Dry Tortugas. 
Twice he tried to 
escape. 
Once he was almost success­ 
ful. He got on board a steamer which 
had touched at the fort, and concealed 
himself in a coal bunker, with the con­ 
nivance of the engineer. 
Just before 
the departure it was discovered that 
he was missing. 
An order from the 
commandant detained the boat. Care­ 
ful search was made without success. 
At length one of the searchers took a 
pointed poker and began to prod in 
the mass of coal. 
He struck the con­ 
cealed prisoner. # Strangely enough, 
the release of Dr. Mudd finally came 
about through the devotion to the 
theory of his professional duty which 
cost him his liberty. One of the worst 
of the yellow fever visitations carried 
off the prison physician early in its 
ravages. 
Dr. Mudd volunteered to 
take his place. 
There was no one else 
who could do it. 
The prisoner’s la­ 
bors in behalf of the stricken convicts 
and garrison took on the form of hero­ 
ism. 
So zealously did he apply him­ 
self that, when the reports reached 
Washington 
the 
authorities 
were 
moved to grant an unconditional par­ 
don. 
Dr. Mudd returned with honor 
from his term of service on D^y Tor­ 
tugas. 
^ 
, 


Three others convicted of gelations 
with the Booth conspiracy were sent 
to Dry Tortugas. 
They were Spang­ 
ler, Arnold and O’Laughlin. 
Spang­ 
ler was the stage carpenter. 
He was 
charged with having fixed a sliding 
door which Booth jmlled behind him 
to hinder pursuit as he made his exit 
from the theatre after firing the fatal 
shot. 
It was shown that Spangler 
was tke man whom Booth called to 
the alley to hold his horse when he 
went inside to shoot the president. 
But the evidence to prove that Spang­ 
ler knew of the purpose of the assassin 
was wanting. 
O’Laughliu, in the 
theory of the prosecution, was the 
person selected by the conspirators to 
kill Grant or Secretary Stanton, but 
the case against him was weak. 
Ar­ 
nold had been in the plot during the 
earlier stages of its development, when 
the kidnapping of President Lincoln 
was a3 far as the conspirators intended 
to go. 
But he had withdrawn, left 
the city and found employment in Vir­ 
ginia. 
Because their connections with 
Booth and his plans were not those of 
principals, Spangler, O’Laughlin and 
Arnold were sent to Dry Tortugas in­ 
stead of to the galloM's. 
O’Laughlin 
died of yellow fever. 
Arnold and 
Spangler were released at tho same 
time Dr. Mudd was, at the close of 
the administration of Andrew John­ 
son. 


In the history of the army during 
peace there has been no detail so 
dreaded as that in Fort Jefferson. 
The records testify to excessive mor­ 
tality in the garrison as well as among 
the convicts. 
Men looked out upon 
the brilliantly colored waters, chang­ 
ing hues according to depth and ac­ 
cording to cloud and sunshine; they 
breathed 
salt-laden 
breezes; 
they 
j listened to the majestic roar of the 
• surf on the coral reef; tlioy sickened 
and died, until Dry Tortugas became 
known as the unhealthiest spot over 
which the stars and stripes floated. 
That was all because just below the 
southern horizon lay the pest house, 
h} 1878 the 
government 
stop¡«>ecl 
building; the prisoners were moved; 
tho batteries marched out with thanks­ 
giving. 
Dry Tortugas became to the 
army only 
a 
memory.—St. Louis 
Ulobe-Democrat*

Some 
recent visitors 
to Daniel 
Webster’s old homo in Marshfield, 
Mass., found only one man in the 
neighborhood who could talk from 
personal knowledge about tho states­ 
man, and not a soul who bore his 
name or claimed direct or indirect 
descent from him. Tho exception was 
an aged person named Wright, who 
said that in the old days he had been 
the superintendent of W ebster’s big 
farm, and had known him well and 
intimately for years, not as the great 
orator and politician, of course, but 
as the gentleman farmer, kindly em­ 
ployer 
and good 
neighbor. 
Mr, 
Wright 
somewhat 
reluctantly 
ad­ 
mitted that as an agriculturist his 
famous friend was not a brilliant suc­ 
cess iu a pecuniary way, but ho says 
that no one ever loved a quiet rural 
life better, or took a keener, more 
minute or more personal interest in 
all that went on in the fields, woods 
and barns. 
“ He loved this place, 
every tree and flower and living thing 
on it. 
He knew every sod that Mas 
turned, every cow that was milked, 
every blade of grass that was mowed 
—and his steers! 
There was a man 
who knew an ox!” 
And then Mr, 
Wright told how Webster, when near 
death’s door, had his favorite oxen 
driven up before the window of the 
manse that has now disappeared. 
“ I 
was there and drove them up, two by 
two, while Webster 
stood by the 
window and watched them pass. 
It 
was a sad day for that household, and 
when he was gone everything began 
to go down hill. 
At the end of two 
years the place was closed up and sold 
piecemeal. 
Some parts of it fetched 
good prices, others almost nothing.” 
According to this authority Webster 
never drank to excess, and “ his only 
trouble was the fact that he did not 
have as much money as he needed.” 
Mr. Wright is over 80 years old, but 
he still works daily in his fields and 
shows few signs of extreme age.— 
New York Times. 


Strange Land iu Florida* 


Payne’s prairie, three miles south of 
this city, covers an area of fifty thou­ 
sand acr^s. 
A large portion of the 
prairie is now covered with water, but 
there are thousands of acres around 
the borders of the lake which has been 
formed on which horses and cattle 
graze. 
There is no way of estimating 
the number of cattle, but there are 
many thousands, and they are in fine 
condition. 
The prairie, or savanna, 
which it really is, occasionally goes 
dry, the water passing out through a 
subterranean passage called the sink. 
Where the water goes to has never 
been determined. 
When the sink is 
open the lake goes dry, and when the 
outlet becomes gorged or choked a lake 
from five to seven miles wide and about 
eighteen miles long is formed. 
When 
the waters of the lake suddenly leave 
it thousands of alligators, snakes, fish 
and turtles are left with nothing but 
mud for their places of abode. 
The 
fish and turtles perish, but the sau- 
rians and reptiles seek and find other 
quarters. 
For miles along the north­ 
ern border of the lake there is a suc­ 
cession of sinks, averaging in depth 
all the way from 25 to 100 feet. 
Sub­ 
terranean passages run in every direc­ 
tion, leaving the ground in the shape 
of a honeycomb. The ground is liable 
to give way at any time, creating a 
new sink. —Gainesville (Fla.) Sun. 


KftVctK of Haro and of Dense Air* 


Dr. Von Liebig of the University 
of Munich calls attention, in Science, 
to some of the curious effects of rare- 
lied and condensed air on human res­ 
piration. 
On high mountains some 
persons experience distressing “ short­ 
ness of breath,” one result of which is 
that they are unable to whistle. 
Pre­ 
cisely tjie same effect is sometimes 
produced by the condensed air in 
caissons and diving bells. 
Laborers 
working in compressed air frequently 
find, however, that their powers of 
exertion are increased as long as the 
atmospheric pressure is not more than 
double that of ordinary air; but be­ 
yond that point unpleasant effects are 
experienced after the menhave left the 
working shafts and returned into the 
open air. 
On the other hand high at­ 
mospheric pressure in the case of per­ 
sons not doing manual labor has been 
found to act as a mental stimulus, in­ 
creasing the impulse to talk. 


Parrot Adopts Chickens* 


«T. D. Austin, a merchant in Kansas 
City, has a large Brazilian parrot that 
is the proud possessor of Jive little 
bantam chickens, which the big bird 
watches over and cares for as it* they 
were her own brood* 
Some time ago 
the parrot laid two eggs. 
These were 
taken from her and a half-dozen small 
chicken eggs were placed in the nest. 
Polly comes forth regularly with her 
little chickens peeping and scratching 
about her, and many people stop to 
view the strange sight. 
It is a very 
unusual thing for the parrot to breed 
away from its native land, even under 
the most favorable circumstances, and 
it is more remarkable that the parrot 
should adopt the chickens as her own 
offspring.

Fatal Collapse at a Political Meet- 


ing in Canada, 


London, Ont, Jan. 4.—One of thehottest 
•nd most stubbornly contested munici- 
pal elections ever known in this city 
was followed last night by a fatal acci- 
dent that has put the city in mourn- 
ing. Thirty persons were killed and 
others injured by the collapse of a 
crowded floor of the city hall. Twenty- 
four dead bodies were taken from the 
wreck. 


The list of the dead follows: P. Hea- 


man, C. Beckett, E. Luxton. N. Caroth- 
ers, R. Leiffh, James Harris, L.. W. 
Burke, John Smith, Henry Talbot, A. 
Phillips, John Turner, Ben Nash, J. W. 
Borland, George Hilburn, Frank Rob- 
ison, James McLean, John Barridge, 
Oswald Bruce, B. Jacques, W. H. Dell, 
Stephen Williams, John Fellows and 
Allen Towe. 


There were a large number Injured, 


among them the following: Dr. Wil- 
son, 
the mayor-elect, leg broken; Al- 


derman Carothers, slightly injured; 
William Gray, leg broken; 
George 


Fleming, both arms broken; William 
Jones, water commissioner-elect, badly 
bruised. 


How many were injured will never 


be known, as those who suffered but 
slightly at once made for their homos 
or were taken care of by their friends. 
Those who were more seriously injured 
were carried to neighboring drugstores, 
whence thev were taken to the hos- 
pital or to their homes after their in- 
juries had been attended to. The dead 
were taken to the committee rooms of 
Alderman Parnell, the defeated candi- 
date for mayor. 


At the close of the polls a crowd 


gathered in the city hall, where it has 
been the custom for years past for the 
successful candidates to address the 
electors. 
The building was crowded 


to the very doors, probably 2,000 people 
being jammed in its narrow space. 
There was a lull in the proceedings, th> 
audience called for several of 
th< 


newly elected aldermen at once, and 
there was some delay in securing a 
speaker to address them. 
Alderman 


Carothers joined the mayor In an effort 
to secure quiet. In response to numer- 
ous calls R. M. Toothe was pushed for- 
ward to the platform on which the 
speakers stood. As he reached it there 
was an ominous crackling and the 
raised platform on which the mayor 
and newly elected aldermen were seat* 
ed seemed to pitch forward to the floor. 


There was a sagging of timbers, and 


the next moment 150 people were hurled 
20 feet to the floor below. A beam run- 
ning 20 feet along the center of the hall 
bad given away, and the crowded mass 
standing above that section of the floor 
was thrown in a, heap at the bottom. 
A large safe stood in one porner of the 
hall, and a huge steam coil, weighing 
a half ton, crashed down on the heads 
qf toe victims. 


Following the crash there was a wild 


rush for the doors. At the south door, 
where the majority of the crowd had 
entered, there was a terrible panic. 
Those in front were thrown down by 
the oncoming rush, shrieking and fight- 
Ing for the door and safety. Only one- 
lialf of the rear door, a space of prob- 
ably three feet, was open, and in the 
mad rush no one thought to open the 
door in its entirety, and 500 people 
struggled through the narrow space, 
the strong bearing down the weaker. 


Within a moment after the floor col- 


lapsed there were not half a dozen per- 
sons on that portion which had not 
fallen, and the \\ork of rescuing the 
injured and the bodies of the dead was 
quickly proceeded with. 


In the theater adjoining, where "The 


Girl from Paris" was being performed, 
a. panic was narrowly averted.

Fatal Collapse at a Political Meet­

Those who were more seriously Injured 
were carried to neighboring drugstores, 
whence they were taken to the hos­ 
pital or to their homes after their in­ 
juries had been attended to. The dead 
were taken to the committee rooms of 
Alderman Parnell, the defeated candi­ 
date for mayor. 


At the close of the Dolls & crowd 
gathered in the city hall, where it has 
been the custom for years past for the 
successful candidates to address the 
electors. 
The building was crowded 
to the very doors, probably 2,000 people 
being jammed in its narrow space. 
There was a lull in the proceedings, the! 
audience 
called 
for several of the 
newly elected aldermen at once, and 
there was some delay in securing a 
speaker to address them. 
Alderman 
Carothers joined the mayor in an effort 
to secure quiet. In response to numer­ 
ous calls R. M. Toothe was pushed for­ 
ward to the platform on which the 
speakers stood. As he reached it there 
was an ominous crackling and the 
raised platform on which the mayor 
and newly elected aldermen were seat* 
ed seemed to pitch forward to the floor. 


There was a sagging of timbers, and 
the next moment 150 people were hurled 
20 feet to the floor below. A beam run­ 
ning 20 feet along the center of the hall 
had given away, and the crowded mass 
standing above that section of the floor 
was thrown in a«, heap at the bottom. 
A large safe stood in one porner of the 
hall, and a huge steam coil, weighing 
a half ton, crashed down on the heads 
q£ the victims. 


Following the crash there was a wild 
rush for the doors. At the south door, 
where the majority of the crowd had 
entered, there was a terrible panic. 
Those in front were thrown down by 
the oncoming rush, shrieking and fight­ 
ing for the door and safety. Only one- 
half of the rear door, a space of prob­ 
ably three feet, was open, and in the 
mad rush no one thought to open the 
door in its entirety, and BOO x^eople 
struggled through the narrow space, 
the strong bearing down the weaker. 


Within a moment after the floor col­ 
lapsed there were not half a dozen per­ 
sons on that portion which had not 
fallen, and the work of rescuing the 
injured and the bodies of the dead was 
quickly proceeded with,

AdvantmroR Gained by tho Mtnto AgrU 
cultural l)epartnif>nt'K Work. 


Harrlsburg, Jan. 3.—Thomas J. Edge, 
secretary of a^rriculture, has submit- 
ted his annual report for the year just 
ended. 
The secretary reports that the 
past year has been one of advance all 
along the lino of the work falling under 
the care of the department. 
Through 
Various acts passed by the last legis- 
lature the ofiiclency of the farmers' 
Institutes has been increased, the work 
of the dairy and food commissioner ex- 
tended and the forestry commissioner 
enabled to more eíTlciently carry on the 
duties Imposed upon him. 
The stale 
veterinarian, 
through the live stock 
sanitary board, has also beon enabled 
to not onlv increase the efilcienoy of 
his work, but to greatIv extend Its 
scope and usefulness and to exercise 
control over milch cows and breeding 
animals brouirht into the state and 
to shut out diseased animals. 


"Every division of the department 
has a work to perform which, when 
properly appreciated by our farmers, 
will more than repay the cost of all 
of the divisions," adds the secretary, 
"Thus the work of tl»e analysis of com- 
mei'cial fertilizers much more than re- 
pays the whole cost of the department; 
the benefits obtained from farmers' In- 
stitutes, especially in localities where 
they ore properly understood and taken 
advantage of, more than repays the 
total expenses incurred in supporting 
the department; 
the benefits gained 
by the work of the state 
live stock 
sanitary board has been the means of 
saving live stock of much more value 
than the entire cost of the department, 
and the work of the forestrv division 
will also more than repay the outlays 
on account of all of the work accom- 
plished by the department during the 
year." 


Secretary Edge says the work of the 
division un4er the control of the dairy 
and food commissioner has progressed 
steadily, but it Is greatly to be regret- 
ted that a lack of funds has more or 
less crippled the performance of cer- 
tain duties pertaining to the ofilce. The 
annual appropriation of |12,000 is too 
small.

LAST OF THE WAR CHIEFS. 


Mu-Tu-K-Qua of tlio Sac iiiul Fox Indians 
^ 
I'aHscs Away in Iowa. 


Ma-Ta-E-Qua, the last Avar chief of 
the Sac and Pox Indians of Iowa, is 
dead. 
He exjnred at camp at Tama 
at tho age of 87 years. 
The chief had 
boon in failing health for several years 
and Avas the victim of 
consumption, 
one of the diseases that is responsible 
for a A'ory high death rate among these 
Indians. 
Ma-Ta-E-Qua Avas born at 
Dubuque, loAva, in 1810, and had the 
place and date tattooed on his right 
arm. 
In physique, 
habits, customs 
and mental endoAvments he Avasa typi- 
cal Indian of the Avarrior days. 
He 
Avas the last one of the five Indians 
sent out on the tribe's return from 
Kansas to find a suitable abiding jilace 
In loAva, and on July 13, 1857, he, in 


laughing 
as though I never had a 
eyed monarch.—Chicago Kecord.

A^id yet they 
still have hope. 
They say that light- 
ning has been harnessed, and they 
don't see why sunshine should not be 
made to carry burdens. 


Many Avonderful things have been 
accomplished by using the sun's rays- 
In 
Europe a noAVspapor has been 
printed by poAver from the sun, and 
salt Avater has been distilled and coiiee 
and cider made. 


The only problem to be solved in 
harnessing the sun is to properly con- 
centrate its rays. 
To do this many 
inventors use an immense curved mir- 
ror or a largo Ions like a burning glass, 
but they are hampered in their Avork, 
first, by the fact that tho sun does not 
shine steadily, and, next, by the im- 
mense oxiiense of largo lenses.

The Russian Emperor rarely travela 
by rail for any distance from St. Peters, 
burg without the death belnff recorded 
of some unfortunate Individual who 
has approached too close to the railroad 
tracks in defiance of the warnings of 
the sentinels by which It Is guarded, 
and who In consequence thereof his 
been shot dead. 
An Incident of this 
kind occurred during the recent journey 
of the Imperial couple from St. Peters- 
burg to Warsaw, and tho fact has now 
been brought to light that the peasant 
thus killed Avas an old grandfather who 
had become stone deaf through age, 
and who therefore could not hear the 
challenge addressed to him by the sen- 
tinel. Deeply distressed as is the Czar- 
ina by tho occurrence, no blame can bo 
attached to tho soldier, who merely act- 
ed In obedience to the very stringent 
orders which he had received. 
For 
days before the Czar travels along any 
railroad lino the latter is patrolled on 
both sides by sentinels, who are sta- 
tioned at a distance of 200 yards from 
one another. 
They keep their eyes 
open, but otherAvIse are allowed to take 
It easy, taking what is known as the 
"first position," the rifle being slung 
from the shoulder. 
Six hours before 
the passage of the Imperial train they 
assume the "second i)osition." That is 
to say, they shoulder their rifles and 
march briskly up and down with every 
mental faculty on the qui vive. 
An 
hour before the imperial train passes 
they assume the "third position," stand- 
ing with their backs toward the line 
and the train, and allowing 
one un- 
der any circumstances 
to approacJi 
within a hundred yards of the track un- 
til ten minutes after the Emperor has 
passed. 
Should any one attempt to 
approach they have orders to chall(»ngt\ 
and if the Individual continues to ap- I 
proach in spite of challenge and vi'uvn- 
ing they have Qrders to shoot to kill.—

CANNIBALS 


THE POLICE ROLL OF HONOR.

The Iloi'ops of u i l o n f h - Orownlni; »nd 
ItuiJUM-ay Horses the Prinolpiil Source. 
Hon. Theodore EooseA'-elt Avrites for 
the October Century an article entitled 
' T h e Eoli of Honor of the Noav York 
Police." 
Mr. Roosevelt says: 


Perhaps the best Ava^' to convey an 
,idea of Avliy Ave aAvarded medals is to 
i^ive a list of the men thus reAvarded 
for tAVo ihonths. 
In 
October, 18P5, 
Ave, on the 1st of the month, aAvarded 
a medal to a patrolman for 
peculiar 
gallantry in stopping a runaAvay horse 
under circumstances Avhich made the 
act one of great danger to himself, and 
Avhich doubtless resulted in saving the 
lives of those in the vehicle. 
The pat- 
rolman thus reAvarded Avas also later 
made a roundsman, and put in charge 
of the bicycle squad, 
our 
attention 
haA'ing been iirst called to him by this 
act. 
On the same day Ave gave honor- 
able mention, but Avitliout a certiiicate 
or medal, to three other officers; one 
had also stopped a runaAvay horse; an- 
other had rescued a man from droAvn- 
ing, and the third had arrested an in- 
sane man armed Avith a revoh'er, un- 
der circumstances Avhich Avent to shoAv 
that the officer's coolness and presence 
of mind saved both himself and the 
onlookers from death or injury at the 
hands of the armed maniac. 
On the 
8th of the month Ave gave a medal to 
an officer Avho had rescued a boy from 
drowning by plunging into the Avater 
betAveen the Avharf and the steamer 
from Avhich the boy fell, at the immin- 
ent risk of being crushed to death be- 
tAveen the tAvo, a fate from Avhich he 
and the rescued boy Avere saved purely 
by his pluck and his skill as a SAvim- 
mer. 
Honorable mention Avas made 
of tAvo other officers—one for rescuing 
a boy from drowning and one for stop- 
ping a runaAvay horse. 
On the 
15th 
yet another officer received honorable 
mention for saving a man from droAvn- 
iug; and on the 22nd a sergeant and 
two patrolmen Avere commended 
for 
the coolness and skill they displayed 
in stopping a prize light and arresting 
both the participants and the specta- 
tors, though they Avere an uncommon- 
Iv tough croAvd, and showed immediate 
fight. 


Some InferoMlnic Fai t« About the Bnltiikfl 
of the I S I A I K I of SuiiiHfra. 


Sumatra is one of the largest islands 
in the Avorld, and has a population of 
8,000,000. 
Respecting some of the 
tribes of the interior hardly anything 
is knoAvn, inasmuch as the island had 
been crossed by Avhite men only two 
or three dmes. The immediate neigh- 
bors of the Acheenese are the Battaks, 
a most interesting race of 
cannibals, 
Avho are quite civilized iu their Avay, 
having a Avritten language of 
their 
OAvn. 
They knoAV hoAv to make fire- 
arms, even boring their gun barrels. 
Also they carve gun stocks in correct 
style, and are acquainted Avith the art 
of making poAvder. 
They find 
their 
own sulphur 
and saltpetre, using 
pieces of bamboo for cartridge cases 
and bits of coral for bullets. 
They 
are excellent agriculturists, and raise 
cattle. 
In addition they are clever 
gold and silver smiths, making filigree 
Avork and Aveaving gold thread. 


The Battaks only eat prisoners of 
Avar or bad criminals. 
Formerly the 
habit of cannibalism among them Avas 
universal, and human flesh used to be 
sold in the country in open market, 
some chiefs eating it daily as a matter 
of liking. 
It is considered the great- 
est possible insult to a foe or punish- 
ment to a person guilty of a grievous 
crime to eat him. 
Besides the ques- 
tion of economy is considered. 
At a 
feast it Avas cheaper to slaughter six 
slaves at 100 guilders than to kill six 
buffaloes at 150 guilders. 
When a 
distinguished person died tAVO indivi^ 
duals customarily Avent through a lot 
of buffooneries at the graveside, after 
Avhich they Avere killed and laid in the 
excavation, the coffin being placed on 
top of them. 
Cannibalism is more cr 
less mixed up Avith the religion of 
these people, Avho have their Avizards 
and Avitch doctors to practice incanta- 
tions. 


The Battaks build houses of planks 
and strong beams, placing them on 
piles for the adA'antage tlius given in 
defending 
them. 
Many of 
their 
A'illages are on almostinaccessible pin- 
nacles in the hills, faA'orite spots being 
little i^mteaus formed by the broaden- 
ing of a mountain range. 
Commonly 
they are surrounded by palisades, Avifch 
Avatch toAvers. Much art and industry 
is put into the carving and painting 
of the AVoodAvork of the houses. 
An 
outbuilding serA-es as a sleeping place 
and council house, rice being stored 
in the upper part. 
No light is kept at 
night for fear of attracting ghosts,but 
in emergency candles of 
resin are 
used. Communal houses serA'e as sleep- 
ing places for the unmarried 
men, 
sometimes 100 of them together. Hero 
are hung up the heads of slain enemies 
and other trophies. 


Nearly all of tne highest peaks in i 
Sumatra are volcanoes, and most of 
these are active. 
In the immediate 
neighborhood of these mighty chim- 
neys, Avhich hurl out masses of ashes 
and stone, are the fertile loAvlands, 
Avith a dense population. 
The des- 
truction of 40,000 human lives by the 
eruption of 
SumbaAva in 1815, and 
the Avashing aAvay of 16,000 people by 
'*tidal Avaves," folloAving the eruption 
of Krakato in 1HH3 are not solitary 
instances,—New York Sun.

DESTRUCTION IN THEIR TRACK. 


liorii ill tho SniUKossa SPH, Thpv Swoop 
with liPRlRtloss l-iiry Ovpr tliP Walorg of 
the OipatOuIf-StoinisThnt ISnvaKcatho 
feonthcni Coast-GalvpRlon'« lian>t<-r. 
The Gulf of Mexico is a watev 
of 
storms, not frequent, but freuzieclly 
vio eni. 
It is, in effect, au immense 
scallop cut from the laiul, and hurri- 
canes seem to gravitate to it naturally. 
Ihey are born in the neighborhood of 
tho Sai'agossa sea, strike the West In- 
dies and not infrequently leave those 
islands at a tangent, jiist as a ball 
thrown at an obtuse angle against a 
wall slides along it for a little space 
and again seeks vacancy. These errat- 
ic forces of the air strike the coast of 
Mexico, or the coast of Texas, accord- 
ing to their angle, and death is in 
their track. 
The things called "tidal 
waves in that section are not really 
tidal waves. 
They are not caused by 
an upheaval. 
They are merely local 
in effect. 
They are not vast walls of 
water moving with resistless sp^ed 
nnd weight over the face of the ocean.

Probably the most severe storm 
with Its resultant "tidal wave," in the 
history of the gulf, occurred on the 
10th of Augn.it, 1856, striking the

This storm lasted 
three days. 
Such was the weight of 
tho wind that the Mississipi)! rose 
twenty feet at Donaldsonville, which 
is more than a hundred miles from the 
river's mouth. 
Six hundred people 
were dVowned on L'lle Derniere, or 
Last island, a New Orleans summer 
resort. 
Many hurricanes have oc- 
curred since then, but folks in Louisi- 
ana still speak of that one as "the 
gi-eat storm." 
The stroller in

graveyard of the Crescent City fre- 
quently finds a mossy stone recording 
the name of some victim of the disas- 
ter. 
No bones are underneath.

Patti's par- 
rot, Koko, form a little chapter of oreat 
perils to himself, diacousolntion and 
tears on the part of his mistress and 
of curious coincidences touchin^r the 
bird, owner and tho vSamaritan of the 
seas who acts the graceful part of res- 
cuer. 


In 1888 the firm of Abbey, RchoeíTel 
A: Cxrau. theatrical speculators 
and 
managers, included in their vai'ious 
enterprises a tour withMme, Patti and 
a strong opera company to Buenos 
Ayres. Montevideo and Eio. 
Marcus 
Mayer, business mauiiger, went out in 
advance, and on the royal mail steamer 
Faffus formed the acquaintance of an 
African parrot, whose linguistic abili- 
ties elevated him to the distinction of 
being almost as polyglot as the accom- 
plished Mr. Mayer himself. 
Before 
leaving England Mme. Patti had com- 
missioned the agent to procure for her 
any South American birds of plumage 
or song that he might meet with, and 
especially a half-dozen of the gavlv 
feathered but by no means musical 
macaws, for which Brazil is famous. 
The parrot was not included in any of 
the specifications, but his ready use of 
Spanish, Portuguese, French aiidEng- 
l i s h - a few words, at least, in all of 
them—and some ridiculous speech in 
the dialect of the West India natives 
justified his purchase from the chief 
engineer of the Fagus. and when Mme 
Patti arrived at the Hotel dTtranger, 
in Rio, Koko was awaiting her in her 
apartments with the greeting, ''«oy 
Koko—a disposición a usted.'* 


Amid his more brilliant companions 
he at first attracted but little attention 
but m a few days, possibly having 
heard his mistress sing, he evinced his 
^ delight ina manner so flattering that 
he was raised to the position of first 
favorite. 
At Montevideo Senor Hora 
the editor of the newspaper, El Ex- 
pre.iso, gave Koko a gold collar, in- 
scribed in Spanish Avith the words: ''I 
am Koko, the polyglot parrot of the 
Mcolmi. 
I donH sing myself, hut 
there are angel voices in our family " 
Wearing his collar as usual, K¿ko 
was seated on his mistress's shoulder 
one morning in the deck saloon of the 
homeward-bound 
steamship 
Ionic 
The lee door of the saloon was open 
when some children threw open the 
one on the windward side and came in 
with a rush that startled the bird from 
his perch. 
Unaccustomed to use his 
w'lngs he was caught in the current 
of wind and swept out of tho saloon 
and, despite his own endeavors, in á 
moment was over the side and adrift 
in the northeast trades. 
For half an 
hour they watched him, until he be- 
came a black speck in the distance 
and 
finally 
disappeared. 
This hap- 
pened in the latter part of August 


The next morning the sailors of the 
American bark Lapwing, from Kio to 
Baltimore, found Koko in the mizzen- 
top exhausted and speechles.s, 
but 
under the care of Mrs. Starling, 
thè 
captain's wife, he recovered his vigor 
and voice, and since then until receut- 
ly, has been going up and down 
the 
bouth American coast with his new 
mistress. 
Some months ago the Lap- 
wing being at sea on a voyage from tho 
Chinese seas to New York, somewhere 
south of the Cape of Good Ho])e, met 
an American whaler, which asked for 
iresh provisions and news. 
A boat 
was sent with tho needed articles, and 
the whaler in exchange threw into it a 
h e of old New York Heralds for 1888. 
I hey were all thumbed and worn, but 
Mrs. Starling, turning them carelessly 


the headline, "Madame 
1 atti s Koko Lost at Sea. " 
It formed 
part of a cal,le dispatch from London. 
I he correspondent of that journal,

JoiTerson ever knew were those acces- 
sory to the assassination of Lincoln. 
Over the door to one of tho cells in- 
tact on the lower casemate is rudely 
painted in black letters; 


'*They who enter hero leave hope 
behind." 


The cell is the one in which the 
Marylander, Dr. Mudd, was confined, 
iind in the local traditions the misnuo- 
lation is attributed to him, 
While 
Booth Avas fleeing through Maryland 
he stopped at Dr. Mudd's and called 
upon him to set the leg broken in tho 
leap from the box, in which the presi- 
dent was shot, to the stage at Ford's 
theatre. 
The doctor asked no ques- 
tions, and always claimed that no in- 
formation was given him as to the 
identity of the patient, whom he saw 
only long enough to give the neces- 
sary surgical attention. 
When all of 
the movements of the assassin were 
traced. Dr. Mudd was arrested and 
charged with being accessory after tho 
fact. Public sentiment was too stronp-- 
ly aflame to be satisfied with an ethi- 
cal defence. 
Dr. Mudd was sent to 
the Dry Tortugas. 
Twice he tried to 
escai)e. 
Once he was almost success- 
ful. He got oil board a steamer which 
had touched at the fort, and concealed 
himself in a coal bunker, Avith the con- 
nivance of the engineer. 
Just before 
the departure it was discovered that 
he was missing. 
An order from the 
commandant detained the boat. Care- 
ful search was made without success. 
At length one of the searchers took a 
pointed poker and began to prod in 
the mass of coal. 
He struck the con- 
cealed prisoner. "Strangely enough 
the release of Dr. Mudd finally cam^ 
about through tho devotion to the 
theory of his professional duty which 
cost him his liberty. One of the worst 
ot the yellow fever visitations carried 
off the prison physician early iu its 
ravages. 
Dr. Mudd volunt¿ered to 
take his place. 
There was no one else 
who could do it. 
The prisoner's la- 
bors in behalf of the stricken convicts 
and garrison took on the form of hero- 
ism. 
So zealously did he apply him- 
self that, when the reports reached 
Washington 
the 
authorities 
were 
moved to grant an unconditional par- 
don. 
Dr. Mudd returned with honor 


from his term of service on Dry Tor- 
tugas. 


Three others convicted of ielations 
with the Booth conspiracy Avere sent 
to Dry Tortugas. 
They were Spang- 
ler, Arnold and O'Laughlin. 
Spang- 
ler was the stage carpenter. 
He was 
charged with having fixed a sliding 
door which Booth pulled behind him 
to hinder pursuit as he made his exit 
trom the theatre after firing tlie fatal 
shot. 
It was shown that Spangler 
was tke man whom Booth called to 
the alley to hold his horse when he 
went inside to shoot the president. 
But the evidence to prove that Hpang- 
ler knew of theinirpose of the assassin 
was wanting. 
O'Laughliu, 
in 
the 
theory of the prosecution, was the 
person selected by the consjiirators to 
kill Grant or Secretary Stanton, but 
the case against him was Aveak. 
Ar- 
nold had been in the plot during the 
earlier stages of its development, when 
tho kidnapping of President Lincoln 
was as far as the conspirators intended 
to go. 
But ho had withdrawn, left 
the city and found employment in Vir- 
ginia. 
Because their connections Avith 
Booth and his plans were not those of 
principals, Spangler, O'Laughlin and 
Arnold were sent to Dry Tortugas in- 
stead of to the gallows. 
O'Laughlin 
died of yellow fever. 
Arnold 
and 
bpungler were released at tho same 
time Dr. Mudd was, at the close of 
the administration of Andrew John- 
son, 


In the history of tho army during 
peaeo there has been no detail so 
dreaded as that in Fort Jeiferson.

tha convicts. 
Men looked out upon

There is no way of estiniatin"- 
the number of cattle, but there are 
many thousands, and they are in fine 
condition. 
The prairie, or savanna, 
which It really is, occasionally goes 
dry, the water passing out through a 
subterranean passage called the sink 
Where the water goes to has never 
been determined. 
When the sink is 
open the lake goes dry, and when the 
outlet becomes gorged or choked a lake 
Irom five to seven miles wide and about 
eighteen miles long is formed. 
When 
the waters of the lake suddenly leave 
It thousands of alligators, snakes, fish 
and turtles are left with nothing but 
mud for their places of abode. 
The 
fish and turtles perish, but the sau- 
I'lans and reptiles seek and find other 
quarters. 
For miles along the north- 
ern border of the lake there is a suc- 
cession of sinks, averaging in depth 
all the way from 25 to lOU feet. 
Sub- 
terranean ijassages run in every direc- 
tion, leaving the ground in the shape 
of a honeycomb. The ground is liable 
to give way at any time, creating a 
new sink.

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HORROR ENDS CAMPAIGN 


Fatal Collapse at a Political Meet- 
ing in Ganadai 


London, Ont„ Jan. 4.—Oneof thehottest 
and most stubbornly contested munici- 
pal elections ever known In this city 
was followed last nig:ht by a fatal acci- 
dent that has put the city !n mourn- 
ing. 
Thirty persons were killed and 
others injured by 
the collapse of a 
crowded floor of the city hall. Twenty- 
four dead bodies were taken from the 
wreck. 


The list of the dead follows: F, Hea- 
man, C. Beckett» E. Luxton. N. Caroth- 
ers. R. Leiffh, James 
Plarrls, I-i. W. 
Burke, John Smith, Henry Talbot, A.

Ison, James McLean, John 
Barrldge, 
Oswald Bruce, B. Jacques. W. H, Dell, 
Stephen Williams, John Fellows and 
Allen Towe. 


There were a large number Injured, 
among them the following: 
Dr. Wil- 
son, the mayor-elect, lee: broken; Al- 
derman 
Carothers, 
slightly 
Injured; 
William 
Gray, 
leg 
broken; 
George 
Fleming, both arms broken; William 
Jones, water commissioner-elect, badly 
bruised. 


How many were injured will never 
be known, as those who suffered but 
Blightly at once made for their homos 
or were taken care of by their friends. 
Those who were more seriously injured 
were carried to neighboring drugstores, 
whence they were taken to the hos- 
pital or to their homes after their in- 
juries had been attended to. The dead 
were taken to the committee rooms of 
Alderman Parnell, the defeated candi- 
date for mayor. 


At the close of the polls a 
crowd 
gathered in the city hall, where it has 
been the custom for years past for the 
successful candidates to address the 
electors. 
The building was crowded 
to the very doors, probably 2.000 people 
being jammed in its 
narrow 
space. 
There was a lull in the proceedings, the 
audience 
called 
for several of 
the 
newly elected aldermen at once, and 
there was some delay in securing a 
speaker to address them. 
Alderman 
Carothers joined the mayor in an effort 
to secure quiet. In response to numer- 
ous calls R. M. Toothe was pushed for- 
ward to the platform 
on which the 
speakers stood. As he reached it there 
was an ominous crackling 
and 
the 
raised platform on which the mayor 
and newly elected aldermen were seat- 
ed seemed to pitch forward to the floor. 


There was a sagging of timbers, and 
the next moment 150 people were hurled 
30 feet to the floor below. A beam run- 
ning 20 feet along the center of the hall 
had given away, and the crowded mass 
standing above that section of the floor 
was thrown in a^ heap at the bottom. 
A large safe stood In one porner of the 
hall, and a huge steam coll, weighing 
a half ton, crashed down on the heads 
Qf the victims. 


Following the crash there was a wild 
rush for the doors. At the south door, 
where the majority of the crowd had 
entered, there was a terrible panic, 
Those In front were thrown down by 
the oncoming rush, shrieking and fight- 
ing for the door and safety. Only one- 
half of the rear door, a space of px'ob- 
ably three feet, was open, and in the 
mad rush no one thought to open the 
door in its entirety, and BOO ijeople 
struggled through the narrow space, 
the strong bearing down the weaker. 


Within a moment after the floor col- 
lapsed there were not half a dozen per- 
sons on that portion which had not 
fallen, and the work of rescuing the 
injured and the bodies of the dead was 
quickly proceeded with. 


In the theater adjoining, where "The 
Girl from Paris" was being performed, 
a panic was narrowly averted.
